Wasted Forests | 


By 0. M. GREEN From Londen 


OF ALL the problems of Asia, the least 
generally thought of, yet perhaps 


the most far-reaching in its effects, is ‘

Research Work On New! 


Drugs Always Growing 


Unsung Heroes Of Medicine’s Advance 
Busy In Laboratories Of This Continent 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 
United Press Science Editor : 
NEW YORK (UP)—The ‘‘unsung heroes’’ of this day of | 
wonder drugs that are giving man better health and longer life 
are the scientists in the research laboratories. 


They are the men who know 
that the so-called “wonder” or 
“glamour” drugs are not “com- 
monplace,” but are the result of 
long, painstaking and sometimes 
heart-breaking efforts to discover 
the drugs and then find ways to 
make them in mass production 
so that all may benefit. 

Robert Lincoln McNeil 
Philadelphia, who has 
finished a term as president of 
the American Drug Manufac 
turers’ Association, expressed it 
this way:
